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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Wright discloses 
tracking the number of collision on the data channel before the step of transmitting. The examiner respectfully disagrees because Weight 
discloses a method for determining a transmission collision rate for the communication network, which implies the collision is monitoring 
during the transmission by the subscriber (Col. 34, lines 47 -50). 

The applicant argues that Wright fails to teach receiving a reassignment request from a subscriber to move from a first data 
channel; and upon receipt of the reassignment request, assuming that the first data channel is loaded. The examiner respectfully disagrees 
because Wright discloses the present invention further provides such a system having the ability to reallocate traffic demand between 
channels to reduce demands on overloaded channels (col. 7, lines 10 -12). This is the same function as the instant applicant. 

Furthermore, Taketsugu discloses when the terminal packets collisions exceeds a critical value the base station sends a select 
new signal to the terminal but the request for the new channel has been made by the terminal ( Col. 12, lines 36 - 39). . 
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
